The first 
three elected, being returned after 
completing two years as trustees. 

It is interesting to compare the 
vote for school trustees with that of 
two years ago, when the three suc¬ 
cessful candidates were first elected. 
At that time Fraser received 245, 
Fleming 237, Sharp 216. Only one- 
third of those eligible voted, and the 
same proportion was recorded in 
Monday’s election. Sharp is the only 
trustee whose support showed' a sub¬ 
stantial decline, dropping from 216 to 
130, his runner-up being John Rogers 
with 126. 

There being nothing controversial 
in the elections, and no campaigning 
by candidates, the vote may be taken 
as an absolutely untrammeled expres¬ 
sion of opinion of the ratepayers. 

James Kerr’s election will give rep¬ 
resentation to the business area, 
which was desirable in view of the 
fact that the council was composed 
of a majority of mine workers. The 
present council has four mine work¬

Compulsory Pension Plan for Teach¬ 
ers Unofficially Forecast 
Many Members Not in Seats at Open¬ 
ing Gave Rise to Wild Rumors 
Edmonton, Feb. 14. — The eighth 
session of the eighth legislature of 
Alberta was opened Thursday by Hi? 
Honor, Lieutenant-Governor J. C. 
Bowen, with the usual pomp of mili¬ 
tary display, royal salute, and crowds 
watching the proceedings. The speech 
from the throne was much longer 
than usual. 

Perhaps the outstanding impres- 

rflon gained from the opening days 

of the new session was the apparent 
indifference of the Social Credit 
benches to the occasion. Friday there 
were numerous seats on the govern¬ 
ment side empty, during the opening 
passes on the throne speech debate. 
At least eighteen Social Credit mem¬ 
bers didn’t think it worth while to 
sit in and hear A. E. Fee, of Sedgie- 
rick, move the reply, or R E. Ainsley, 
of Leduc, second it. 

Perhaps it was this indifference to 
the proceedings that gave rise to ru¬ 
mors that spread in Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton like wildfire Friday afternoon, 
and caused telephones to buzz that 
eighteen Social Credit members had 
crossed the floor of the house. This 
rumor proved groundless.

HOW ABOUT CANADIAN 

COAL FOR CANADIANS? 

From Ottawa, and published 
in the Christian Science Moni¬ 
tor, Boston, appeared the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Coal Imports — The United 
States supplies practically all 
of Canada’s imports of bitumin¬ 
ous coal, and these imports have 
increased in value from $14,- 
500,000 to $16,400,00 and to 
500,000 to $16,400,000, and to 
years ended March 31, 1936, 
1937 and 1938. Bituminous coal 
imported from United States up 
to Jan. 1, 1939, waB dutiable at 
76 cents per tom. In the new 
trade agreement with Canada 
this rate of duty on bituminous 
coal is bound against increase.

Competitive Transportation 

Dependability And Efficiency Of Rail¬ 
way Is Stressed 

"Notwithstanding reduced earnings 
and Increased costs, the railroads 
have continued to furnish to the pub¬ 
lic the highest standard of trans¬ 
portation so far as dependability and 
efficiency are concerned,” 

Vaughan, vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian National Railways, said in the 
course of an address at Montreal at] 
the 36th annual dinner of the Cana-| 
dian Railways Club. They were not, 
he said, fair-weather friends and 
could be depended upon in good 
weather or bad. “They are there 
when other forms of transportation tie 
up due to weather conditions. They 
clear their tracks at their own ex¬ 
pense, and do not depend on someone 
else to do it for them.” 

Not denying that there was a place | 
for other forms of transportation, 
the railways, Mr. Vaughan said sim¬ 
ply asked-that "the others be placed 
on the same basis as the railways.” 
If all the forms of transport were! 
regulated on a par, rail circles feel 
that each transportation agency 
would quickly find its place in the 
economic movement of the nation’s 
available traffic. We believe that the 
public, governments and municipali¬ 
ties are beginning to realize that the 
railroads are entitled to fair play 
with other competitive forms 
transportation. That is all the rail-1 
roads ask, nothing more.

SELECTED RECIPES 

SAVORY CREAMED EGGS 

6 Shredded Wheat Biscuits 

7 tablespoons butter 

1 teaspoon minced onion 
4 tablespoons flour 

2 cups milk 

% teaspoon salt 
Speck pepper 

6 shelled hard-cooked eggs, sliced 

8 tablespoons anchovy paste 
Over direct heat, melt 4 table¬ 
spoons of the butter in the top of a 
double boiler, add the onion and cook 
until soft. Then add the flour and 
stir until blended. Add the milk, salt 
and pepper, place over boiling water 
and cook, stirring, until thickened. 
Cover and cook 10 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Add the sliced eggs, 
and heat thoroughly. Meanwhile 
split the biscuits and heat in a mod¬ 
erate oven of 375 degrees F. 10 min¬ 
utes then dot with the remaining 3 
tablespoons butter mixed with the 
anchovy paste. Serve the creamed 
eggs on the hot biscuits—allowing 
two biscuit halves to each person. 
Serves six. Variation: Deviled or 
Potted Ham may be substituted for 
the Anchovy Paste. 

BOILED DRESSING 
2 eggs 

2 tablespoons sugar 
1 tablespoon Benson’s or Canada 
Corn Starch 
1 tablespoon mustard 
1 teaspoon salt 
Dash of paprika 

% cup Crown Brand Com Syrup 
1% cups sour cream 
% cup cider vinegar 
Method: Break eggs into top of 
double boiler. Shake over them 
sugar, corn starch, mustard, salt and 
paprika.

‘Artificial wool is still In the very 
experimental stage,’’ explained W. G. 
Kealey, manager of the plant, "and 
we are making our first experimental 
shipment to a panadian textile fac¬ 
tory. It hasn't reached the com¬ 
mercial stage in Canada, although it] 
has in Italy, and until it does the 
firm working on it does not want] 
publicity.”

BOOKS UNLIKELY TO CARRY 


Dr. Arthur H. Bryan of Baltimore, 
Md„ made laboratory tests on books 
recently used by students and found 
few germs of any kind; those pres¬ 
ent were mostly of a harmless 
variety. 

Communicable diseases are trans¬ 
mitted mainly by the person and not 
by objects. Books that have been 
bandied recently by patients suffer¬ 
ing from smallpox, scarlet fever or 
diphtheria may transmit such infec¬ 
tions to susceptible persons. Thers 
is scant likelihood that common cold* 
tuberculosis or typhoid fever would 
be transmitted by library books or 
magazines. Any viruses or bacteria 
present on books soon die because of 
the absence of moisture, heat and the 
food necessary to their continued ex¬ 
istence. In most instances disease¬ 
carrying germs soon cease to livs 
outside the body. 

years ago it was the custom 
that hooks on premises under quar¬ 
antine were required to be disinfected 
by means of the fnmes of formalde¬ 
hyde. It la generally believed that 
the exposure of books to sunlight 
and fresh air is equally effective. In 
most contagious disease hospital*, 
books that are used by a patient art 
destroyed when the patient leaves the 
hospital. In no case is the patient 
allowed to take the books with him 
fronr the hospital. 

The hands are one of the common¬ 
est agencies in transmitting infec¬ 
tions. Consequently when a book to 
read the hands should be clean. 
Printer’s ink is illuminating in a 
thousand ways; it has no antiseptic 
or inhibitory action on viruses or bac¬ 
teria.

Determines How Deep Telegraph 
Cables Are Buried Under Sand 
The first submarine sled, a six-foot 
long, all-metal craft modelled like a] 
snow sled which runs on the ocean] 
bottom, was reported to the Ameri¬ 
can Institute of Electrical Engineers 
at New York. 

It tells how deeply telegraph cables 
are buried under bottom mud or sand. 
It could also spot a lost pirate gun 
or anything else made of iron, even 
though long buried. 

Plow and sled were designed to 
make sure of burying cables deep 
enough in the bottom, six inches to 
two feet, to prevent trawlers from 
doing an annual $500,000 damage by 
snagging cables. 

The sled never touches the buried 
objects. It reads their depth under 
the bottom by magnetism.

Publicity For Alberta 

P REMIER ABERHART oft 
stated that Social Credit 
would focus the eyes of the world 
on Alberta.

Also a banker had 
stolen Bill’s stuff, exhibiting a 
balance sheet saying that they’d

Education Week 

A visit to the schools during 
Education Week proved inter¬ 
esting and entertaining. Those 
three fundamentals, “reading, 
writing and arithmetic, taught 
to the tune of the hickory stick,” 
appear to be somewhat out-mod- 
ed in the modern curriculum. 
Of course, they are still taught, 
for one cannot get along in high¬ 
er studies without a thorough 
grounding in these elemental 
subjects. But other things now 
taught are calculated to make 
for a better developed boy or 
girl, more adequately equipped 


rhythmic and other exercises in 
order to develop sound, healthy ] 
bodies. 

The presentation of brief talks 
by students, summaring interest¬ 
ing stories they may have read, 
and musical and dramatic 
sketches, help to overcome that 
bane of many a self-conscious 
yet clever child—nervousness 
before an audience. Self-expres¬ 
sion is an art that can only be 
properly developed by practice, 
and this is more than ever 
cessary in times such as the 
present, when so many forms of| 
ready-made entertainment are 
provided through radio and the 
movies. 

Though the weather during] 
Education Week prevented 
many from visiting the schools, 
those who did go came away 
with a higher appreciation of| 
the modern trends in education¬ 
al methods. 

Many older people whose 
schooling was limited to the 
little red schoolhouse or the] 
seventh or eighth grade, yet who] 
have made good average pro¬ 
gress in their respective*bpheres 
of activity, might often remark 
that there are too many frills on 
present-day educational meth-j 
ods. But it must be remember¬ 
ed that this is a constantly 
changing world, and that school¬ 
ing of the young, as well as the] 
science of government, needs] 
constant revision to meet chang¬ 
ing conditions. 

The great handicap, as Princi¬ 
pal Hoyle remarked, is that 
there is sufficient to keep stu¬ 
dents busy from 8 a.m. till late 
in the aftfernoon, if they are to 
properly absorb all the subjects 
laid down in the course of] 
studies. 

Exit Rocky Mountain 

U NDER the proposed reduc¬ 
tion of provincial constitu- 
ences, the constituency of which 
Crows Nest Pass towns are a 
part (Rocky Mountain) will 
be split up and merged with 
Pincher Creek and Cochrane.

Their estimates have been based

"For some years, the per capita 
consumption of eggs was quoted 
Canadian statistics as approximately 
30 dozen, or an egg a day which was 
far in excess of any other area of 
the world," Mr. Landreth said. 

“During recent years this has been 
adjusted to approximately 21 dozen, 
about two-thirds of an egg a day.

Poland has had a ghastly history] 
of dlsmembership and endurance un¬ 
der centuries of tyranny. She re¬ 
gained her Independence after the 
Great War, and she is determined 
never to lose It again If she can pos¬ 
sibly defy those who would seek her] 
wealth. For Poland, It should 
borne In mind. Is one of the richest] 
countries In the world, despite the 
temporary poverty of part 
agricultural population, which Is due 
solely to economic conditions, 
exports more timber and wooden 
products than any other European na- ] 
tion, and her vast agricultural area 
floods the European markets with 
cheap bacon and eggs. She is the 
third country In the world, sifter Rus¬ 
sia and Germany, In the production 
of potatoes and of rye, and the sec¬ 
ond In the production of hemp and 


the contrary It becomes more acute. It is a problem that will not cure 
Itself, except perhaps over a long period of "better years”, by which time 
many will have “missed the boat” and will find themselves left behind.

When the problem is viewed in this light it is immediateily seen as one 
of great urgency, not only because of its Immediate effects but because of 
Its long range Impress upon the welfare and happiness of the people of 
future.

Temporary Palliatives 

Direct relief and the provision of entertainment in cheap form, which 
we have had with us as an emergency specific for some years is not the 
solution of the problem. Such a nostrum breeds racketeering, enervation 
of character, loss of morale and for a certain percentage, even criminality. 
That is bad enough for the middle aged out how much more disastrous for 
those standing on the threshold of adult life, whose characters and dis¬ 
position are in the moulding and whose traits may be passed on to a gen¬ 
eration yet unborn. 

The only solution to this economic and moral problem is work—the op¬ 
portunity to earn the right to daily bread, clothing, fuel, shelter and amuse-! 
ment, and if industry is presently unable to provide this right it becomes a 
challenge to the governments of the country to do so, until such time as 
conditions make it possible for Industry to adjust itself; and in this connec¬ 
tion the term “industry” is used in Its broadest sense, to Include agricul¬ 
ture as well. 

To date various devices have been tried and found wanting In greater 
or less degree. They have not made any substantial dent in the relief rolls 
in the west. The farm bonus plan, the housing act, the home Improvement 
act, the federal-provincial youth training scheme and others might be cited. 
At best, none of them have proved more than seasonal or temporary, very 
temporary, palliatives. Insofar as the prairie provinces are concerned, 
of them have enabled a large body of unemployed young people to embark 
on a life vocation and it is doubtful if any of them have, to any appreciable 
degree, enabled any to make adequate preparation to take advantage of] 
opportunities which Industry may be able to afford them in the future, when 
general economic and agricultural conditions shall improve. 


Ireland Real'y Experienced Night Of 
The Big Wind 
The New York Times says many] 
Americans whose grandparents were 
bom in Ireland have heard these eld¬ 
ers speak of the Night of the Big 
Wind. As some of the ancestors re¬ 
ferred to it as the date of their birth 
the youngsters may have regarded it 
as a bit of frivolous avoidance of 
fact. But there was such a night; 
this year was the centenary of it. It 
began about 11 o’clock on the night 
of January 6 1839, and continued un¬ 
til after daylight the next morning. 
Limerick and the Dublin neighbor¬ 
hood suffered heavily. Two hundred 
houses were blown down and 
many more were burned. Twenty 
persons were killed In these catas¬ 
trophes and 100 were drowned. The 
coasts of Ire'and and western Eng¬ 
land were lined with wrecks. The 
Big Wind in Its general effect, but 
i a smaller Beale, resembled our 
m hurriacne of September last. 

As Ireland did not keep vital | 
statistics until 1860, the Night of the 
Big Wind was used as the base of 
many claims made under the old-age 
pension act SO years ago. 


Sawdust For Fuel 

nomes In British Columbia ncated 
Wl’h Waste Product 
Sawdust is now used In heating 
more than 15 000 homes and other j 
buildings in British Columbia. This 
has come about since combustion en¬ 
gineers, in co-operation with the 
forest products laboratories of the 
Canadian Department of Mines and 
Resources, devised methods of using] 
sawdust for fuel. 

Formerly regarded as unavoidable 
waste, sawdust fuel now returns to 
mill owners thousands of dollars for 
a product previously sent to the 
refuse burners. The quantity of saw¬ 
dust produced annually in Canada Is 
estimated to be sufficient to cover 
20 city blocks to a depth of 100

furnished to youth to enable them, when opportunity avails later, to fit] 
themselves into the industrial life of the country, then, Indeed, is the out¬ 
look gloomy. 

And in connection with training courses for youth it is worthy of note 
that the blacksmiths of Saskatchewan in convention in Regina recently 
condemned youth training courses as inadequate, impractical and waste 
of money. It was contended that the courses are too short to be of any 
value, that instructors had only theoretical knowledge and that youths, 
when the courses were completed, were not only unfit to undertake practical 
work but that their efforts to engage in business on their own account 
Bpelled failure for themselves and injury to the established trade. They 
had previously recommended adoption of the apprenticeship system, such as 
ls found successful in Great Britain and Denmark, without avail.

Lord Nuffield’s Benefaction 

Some Criticism Made In Reference To 
Purchase Of Iron Lungs 

Several London authorities havo 
stepped forward to challenge the con¬ 
tention of Sir Frederick Menzies that 
Lord Nuflleld’s proposed purchase of 
5,000 “iron lungs” for Empire hos¬ 
pitals was a "wanton waste of pri¬ 
vate benevolence.” 

Sir Frederick, medical officer of 
health for the London County Coun¬ 
cil, attacked the motor magnate’s de¬ 
cision on the ground the mechanical 
respirator was in process of evolu¬ 
tion and that the type Lord Nuffield 
was buying would be outmoded be¬ 
fore it could be distributed. 

He made his statement in a letter 
to the British Medical Journal, and 
Dr. R. R. Macintosh, Nuffield profes- 
of anaesthetics at the University 
of Oxford replied in the same journal, 
denying Sir Frederick’s Implication 
the particular type of respirator had 
been suggested to Lord Nuffield. 

Dr. Macintosh said Lord Nuffield 
saw a motion picture of “iron lungs” 
and then learned the question of ex¬ 
pense prevented their wider distri¬ 
bution. He then asked: “If many hos¬ 
pitals throughout the Empire were to 
have one, is there a reasonable pros¬ 
pect of lives being saved." Dr. Mac¬ 
intosh told him there was, and Lord 
Nuffield said: 

‘Well, I’ll give instructions at once 
for 1,000 to be made." 

Dr. Macintosh said Improvements 
in design of “lungs” by the Medical 
Research Council already had been 
incorporated in those being made for 
Lord Nuffield.

To Its* Vital Interests

Arab Demands I fob national defence 


Washington.— Hon. Cordell Hull, 
state secretary, said that the people 
of the United States wou’d reply with 
••determined defence and resistance” 
to any challenge to their "most vital 
and cherished interests.” 

Speaking on a national broadcast, 
arranged by the New York World’s 
Fair, the state secretary said: "So 
long as such a possibility (of chal¬ 
lenge or attack) exists, it is the 
sacred duty of a government worthy 
of the name to maintain adequate 
defensive forces.” 

"In times like the present,” he 
continued^ “when the spectre of a 
new major armed conflict haunts the 
wor d, the issue of war and peace be¬ 
comes an intensely personal one. It 
touches every one of us.” 

He added the United States is sin¬ 
cerely devoted to the cause of peace 
and believes there are no inter¬ 
national differences that cannot be 
settled peacefully. 

“Yet,” he declared, “we also know 
that circumstances may arise in 
which a nation’s will to remain at 


The maintenance of adequate de¬ 
fensive forces to parry such a peril, 
Hull added, “must go hand in hand 
with unflagging efforts to prevent 
war by perfecting the machinery of 
peace and by eliminating the causes 
of conflict.” 

Hull called for the observance of 
international law as “the primary 
basis of civilized relations among 
nat'ons.” 

Human rights and property rights 
lie at the very foundation of interna¬ 
tional relationships, he said. “These 
rights must be defined, and they 
must be maintained.” 

The secretary said that “an Ameri¬ 
can citizen traveling abroad — 
whether on business, on pleasure, or 
in pursuit of cultural aims—must 
have at least a reasonable expecta¬ 
tion that he will sustain no deliber¬ 
ate injury and will not be subjected 
to arbitrary ma’treatment by action 
of governmental authorities in an¬ 
other country.”

Threaten Farther Violence 

Republican Army Would Rid Ireland 
Of British Ties 

Dublin.—The terroristic Irish Re¬ 
publican army, which the Eire gov¬ 
ernment is seeking to curb by dras¬ 
tic legislation, sent a crudely printed 
warning to a Londonderry newspaper 
threatening further violence in its 
campaign to rid Northern and south¬ 
ern Ireland of British ties. 

The warning, expressing jubilance 
because authorities of Northern Ire¬ 
land had cancelled a scheduled visit 
of the Duke find Duchess of Kent, 
brother and sister-in-law of King 
George VI.. said: 

On behalf of the Derry battalion' 
of the I.R.A. we have now prevented j 
royalty from our soil. The next will 
be English troops, and we wi 1 see to 
it Craigavon’s men (special con¬ 
stabulary of the North Ireland gov¬ 
ernment headed by Lord Craigavon) 
keep alert at gas, electric and petrol 
buildings.” 

While the dail (parliament) con¬ 
sidered the new legislation that mav 
prove the death penalty and mili¬ 
tary tribunals for I.R.A. conspirators, 
active terrorism in London seemed to 
have eased off. A tram conductor 
found a hand grenade in his car. 
however, and rushed it to Scotland 
Yard for examination. 

The dail in an attempt to crush 
the anti-British terrorism and pre¬ 
serve the de Valera government’s 
own authority in Eire, consented to 
introduction of new legislation aimed 
at the already outlawed I.R.A.

Tumultuous Scenes 
In Commons During 
The Bren Gun Debate 


Ottawa.—An appeal to all parties 
to unite “in the task which is the 
grandest of all—the defence and se-1 
curity of our country and heritage,” I 
was voiced in the House of Com- 1 
mons by Hon. Ian. Mackenzie, min¬ 
ister of defence, in a speech which 
brought forth the most tumultous 
scenes since the session opened. 

After listening for days to the Bren 
gun debate, Mr. Mackenzie struck 
back at his critics in such scathing 
terms the house was in a constant 
uproar. 

At one stage in his address the 
minister offered to “knock the head 
off” an unnamed Conservative who 
cried “grafter” when Mr. Mackenzie 
mentioned the name of Hon. J. L. 
Ralston, chief counsel for the Davis 
commission. 

> When the "grafter” shout came 
across the floor, Mr. Mackenzie de¬ 
manded: “Who said that?” and add¬ 
ed, "whoever said that is a dirty liar 
and if he says it outside the house 
I’ll knock his head off.” 

“I tell you that there is not a finer 
Canadian today in any province of 
this Dominion than Col. Ralston,” the 
minister continued. "So high was his 
sense of public duty and service that 
he undertook his duties without a 
single cent of remuneration. And 
yet somebody called a man like that 
a grafter.” 

“He made thousands before that,” 
said Dave Spence (Con.; Toronto 
Parkdale). 

Mr. Mackenzie declared ho had 
been victim of “the most unfair at¬ 
tack in British parliamentary his¬ 
tory. There has never been a more 
sustained campaign of calculated 
calumny than that directed against 
the present minister of defence. 

"We have seen the most Minister 
alliance of the peculiar philosophy of 
your far left which attacked my esti¬ 
mates the past two years with sus¬ 
tained malevolence, and the Tory 
party which did more to destroy na¬ 
tional defence before 1935 than has 


ever been done in the history of Can¬ 
ada. 

“Col. Gorge Drew is not minister 
of defence,” the minister said. "That 
dominie from Mount Royal (W. A. 
Walsh) is not minister, nor is that 
quibbling romancer from Weybum 
(T. C. Douglas) or his patronymic 
from Rosetown-Biggar (M. J. Cold- 
weil). 

"Ian Mackenzie of loyal Scotch 
Highland ancestry is minister of na¬ 
tional defence.” 

At an interruption from Karl Ho- 
muth, newly-elected Conservative 
member for Waterloo South, the min¬ 
ister retorted he wanted nothing from 
"the Prussian mentality of the mem¬ 
ber for Waterloo South”, who he said 
“has never been loyal to party or 
princip’e in all his life.” 

Homuth was at once on his feet. 
"The minister called me a Prussian. 
I am a feorn Canadian and my people 
were born Canadians.” 

“I say the honorable gentleman 
who only arrived here a week ago. 
was never loyal to a party or prin¬ 
ciple, in all his life,” said the minister. 

There was an uproar and demands 
for withdrawal were made with sev¬ 
eral members on their feet at once. 

Dr. R. J. Manion, Conservative 
leader, demanded retraction of the 
statement that Mr. Homuth “never 
was loyfifl to a party or principle in 
his life.” 

Mr. Mackenzie said he had in his 
possession a statement in which Mr. 
Homuth had condemned "the Tory 
party to which he now pays allegi¬ 
ance.” After considerable confusion, 
Mr. Mackenzie said he would be glad 
to withdraw the word “principle” 
from his remark. 

In his Maclean’s magazine iirticle, 
Col. Drew did not have the “man¬ 
hood to make definite charges,” Mr. 
Mackenzie said. Then when he came 
before the royal commission he had 
not called a single witness to sup¬ 
port any of his insinuations or in¬ 
nuendoes. 2294 


Want An Independent Arab State 
In Palestine 

London. — Jemal Husselni, repre¬ 
senting the exiled grand mufti of] 
Jerusalem, laid an Arab view of the 
dispute in Palestine before the Bri¬ 
tish government. 

Details of Husseinl's 20-minute 
speech at the 8t. James’ palace con¬ 
ference on the holy land called by 
Great Britain were not published, but 
informed sources said he made this 
three-point demand: 

1. Stop Jewish Immigration into 
Palestine. 

2. Abrogate the Balfour declara¬ 
tion and the League of Nations man¬ 
date for Palestine. 

3. Set up an independent Arab 
state in Palestine allied with Britain 
by treaty. 

The statement of the Arab case 
was a sequel to that presented for| 
Jewish delegates by Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann, who demanded specifically that 
Britain maintain the Balfour declara¬ 
tion, maintain peace under the man¬ 
date and permit Jewish Immigration 
in Palestine up to the absorptive 
capacity of the country. 

Clash With Soviets 

Japanese Make Attempt To Seize: 

Russian Island 

Moscow.—New Japanese attempts 
to capture the Soviet Russian island 
"No. 227” in the Argun river, along 
the northwestern border between Si¬ 
beria and Manchoukuo, were report¬ 
ed in an official Soviet government 
communique. 

The Japanese were repulsed, the 
announcement said, with aggregate 
casualties of 15 killed or wounded, 
and one killed and two wounded on 
the Soviet side. 

The Soviet charge d’affaires in 
Tokyo again has been asked to pro¬ 
test energetically, it was announced. 

The Soviet government reported a 
first clash occurred Jan. 31 in an at¬ 
tempt to take the island in the Argun 
river which runs northeast of Man- 
chuli. The attackers were reported 
repulsed with seven killed and 
wounded. 

Provision For The Press 

Newspapermen Will Ride Train 

Ahead Of Royal Coaches Across 
Canada 

Ottawa.—A pilot train to accom¬ 
modate newspaper men and women 
and press photographers will be run 
ahead of the royal train which will 
carry the King and Queen on their 
trip across Canada, Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King announced in a 
statement issued recently. 

"Special provision,” the statement 
said, "will, of course, be given toj 
Canadian journalists but, as far asi 
possib’e arrangements will also be 1 
made to care for newspapermen from 
the United Kingdom and from other 
parts of the British Empire and from 
the United States. 4s it will not be; 
possible to provide for more than a 
certain number, applications, in order 
to receive consideration, should reach 
Ottawa as soon as possible.”

Plymouth, Eng.—Peaceful discus¬ 
sion of the raw materials question 
was held out as a means of appease¬ 
ment to the “have not” nations in a 
speech by Sir Samuel Hoare, home 
secretary. 

“If the supply of raw materials is 
likely to be the cause of future dis¬ 
putes, there is no reason whatever 
why this question, and indeed every 
other trade question, should not be 
settled by discussion and negotia¬ 
tion,” Sir Samuel said at a Conserva¬ 
tive party meeting in the guidhall. 

The home secretary told his audi¬ 
ence in this historic naval town His 
Majsstv’s navy had been responsible 
for stopping the spread of local wars 
to other countries ever since the bat¬ 
tle of Waterloo. 

“It is also to be noted with satis-! 
faction,” he declared at one point,' 
"that the planes we have bought from 
America are already arriving and 
that the foundations have been laid 
for large, future production in Can¬ 
ada. Once again the new world is 
coming in to redress the balance of 
the old.” 

Sir Samuel assured his audience! 
Britain’s aviation production sched-! 
ules are most satisfactory. 

“I cannot give the numbers.” he! 
said. "That is not in the public in-; 
terest, but I can tell you that pro- j 
duction is now definitely above the! 
estimates that are generally given 
of it.” 

The home secretary spoke at length 
on Britain’s readiness to discuss the 
access of certain “have not” nations 
to the British colonial Empire. “How 
often have I thought,” he declared, 
“when I was foreign secretary, that 
we tended in the years after the 
Great War to ignore the root of the 
causes of future wars. 

“We concentrated too much upon j 
the reduction of armaments and too 
little upon the causes making arma¬ 
ments necessary. It was with this 
feeling in my mind that I raised at 
Geneva the question of supply of raw 
materials for countries of the world, 
and I made it clear on behalf of th- 
British government that we intend to 
adopt no 'dog in the manger’ policy in 
our great colonial Empire. What I 
j said then genuinely represented our 
| views and sti’l represents them . . .] 
j “Our first duty is to be ready to I 
j remove the causes of war. Our sec-' 
ond is no less clear—to be strong 
enough to “resist attack when any of 
our vital interests are endangered.” j 

"As to attack by submarines,” he 
said, at another point, ”1 am con¬ 
vinced that, as a result of our war 
experience and the great development 
made since the war ended, we shall 
never again be faced with the sub-i 
marine danger on anything like the] 
scale that we surmounted in the! 
Great War. 

"As to air attack I am also con¬ 
vinced that great progress has beenj 
made with armor and armament and 


every kind of defensive device, and 
that, as a result, the new fleet wi ! 
be able to maintain its essential duty 
in keeping open the high roads of the 
Empire ... 

"The British fleet prevented local 
wars from spreading over the oceans 
How far can we hope to see again 
a repetition of this great power on 
the side of peace? Some people will 
tell you that it has gone forever, 
and that never again will fleets and 
navies decide the great issues of the 
world.” 

Must Export More Butter 

Move Necessary To Improve Home 
Market In Canada 

Montreal.—Canada must increase 
its butter exports by several million 
pounds if the home butter market is 
to be improved the Canadian Produce 
Association was told in a paper by 
S. C. Burton, Regina, read before 
de’egates to the annual association 
convention by President W. A. Land- 
reth. 

The past year was marked by 
greater fluctuations in Canadian but¬ 
ter markets than in any other year 
in experience, the paper said. Butter 
stocks in the Dominion at the end of 
1938 totalled 44,630,000 pounds. 

"It is still very necessary that sev¬ 
eral million pounds should be export¬ 
ed to correct our stock position and 
improve our home market,” Mr. Bur¬ 
ton said. The paper claimed that 
while western creameries carried out 
their part of the agreement to export 
3,000,000 pounds of butter the east 
did not co-operate and the stock 
position failed to improve. 

Mr. Burton claimed it would take 
two or three years of probably pain¬ 
ful and costly experience before the 
produce industry will adapt itself to 
the new butter situation. 


Milk Survey 


Says The Unskil’ed Laborer Drinks 
The Lowest Quantity Of Milk 

Calgary.—Dr. J. F. Booth, Ottawa, 
associate director of the federal mar¬ 
keting service branch, told the pro¬ 
ducers’ section of the Alberta Dairy¬ 
men’s Association that the unskilled 
laborer drinks the lowest quantity of 
milk. 

He displayed charts of a survey of 
3,213 families in Canada showing 
child consumption of milk increased 
in ratio to income. Children of re¬ 
lief families were in the low bracket. 
Adult consumption is the reverse, be 
said. 

Dr. Booth said the actual per 
capita consumption was .74 of a pint 
a day. Farmers drank the most milk, 
the professional man next, and the 
unskilled laborer, the “man who pos¬
